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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Croydon: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  your 
superintendent  of  schools. 

I,  having  taken  over  the  work  as  superintendent 
last  July,  fear  that  I  shall  not  be  able  to  make  as 
intelligent  a  report  as  I  should,  but  I  fear  more  that 
"due  to  the  difference  in  organization  and  to  the  extra 
large  size  of  this  union,  I  shall  not  be  able  to  keep 
myself  from  making  errors  in  customs. 

Because  of  a  lack  in  the  number  of  pupils  who 
would  attend  the  Ryder's  Corner  School,  it  was  closed 
last  fall.  Mrs.  Ruth  D.  Fisher,  a  very  able  teacher, 
is  continuing  excellent  work  at  the  Croydon  School. 
During  the  summer  Mrs.  Mary  McCullough  resigned 
as  teacher  of  the  Flat  School  and  the  position  was 
filled  by  Mrs.  Doris  Dent  Kibbey.  Mrs.  Kibbey  is  a 
graduate  of  Keene  Normal  School  and  a  successful  ex- 
perienced teacher. 

Most  of  the  pupils  at  the  Croydon  School  read  well 
and  with  good  understanding.  Good  progress  is  being 
made  at  the  Flat  School,  but  reading  ability  should 
be  raised,  and  it  is  very  important  that  each  pupil 
attend  school  as  regularly  as  possible,  and  that  they 
avail  themselves  of  all  the  extra  time  that  the  teacher 
is  able  to  give  them  outside  the  regular  school  hours. 

May  I  at  this  time  make  a  suggestion  that  may 
not  be  feasible  now,  nor  in  the  near  future,  but  cer- 
tainly is  worthy  of  study  by  the  citizens   of   Croydon. 
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There  should  be  some  way  to  unite  the  schools  of  the 
district  so  that  each  teacher  will  have  under  her  care 
not  more  than  four  grades. 

In  today's  elementary  schools  with  their  enriched 
curricula  including  music,  art,  social  sciences,  health 
both  private  and  public,  current  events,  world  history, 
general  science,  manners  and  safety,  as  well  as  enlarged 
fields  in  most  of  the  subjects  that  we  older  citizens 
studied,  there  is  more  time  required  of  the  teacher  for 
each  grade  and  for  individual  help.  Excellent  teachers 
cannot  do  justice  in  all  of  the  requirements  in  an 
eight  grade  schoolroom. 

This  problem  has  been  successfully  solved  in  nearby 
districts  without  building  new  buildings.  Transporta- 
tion systems  have  been  extended  so  that  the  four 
lower  grades  are  left  at  one  building  and  the  four 
upper  grades  at  another. 

The  few  citizens  of  Croydon  that  I  have  met  have 
been  very  gracious.  I  hope  that  I  may  soon  meet 
many  of  the  officials  and  citizens  that  I  may  know 
better  their  desires  and  problems. 

I  wish  to  thank  Superintendent  Fuller  for  the  good 
condition  in  which  I  found  the  work.  I  appreciate  the 
kindness  and  help  of  Mr.  Gross  and  the  teachers.
